OTTAWA (CUP) - Member 
campuses of the National 
Union of Students have re- 
jected recognition of l'Associa- 
tion Nationale des Etudiants du 
Quebec as an equal national 
student association and thrown 
into question future relations 
between students In Quebec 
and the rest of Canada. 

Results of the mail ballot 
released March 13, Indicates 
only eight of the 22 campuses 
voting supported equal national 
status for ANEQ and even fewer 
approved of Quebec's right to 
self-determination. The mail 
ballot, was prompted by a 
workshop and debate at the 
most recent NUS conference in 
Calgary last October. 

John Doherty, Ontario repre- 
sentative on the NUS central 
committee, said he was disap- 
pointed by the decision. 

"It will have to come up at the 
next conference; I hope we can 
have some more ANEQ repre- 
sentatives at the conference 
and have a full discussion to 
und that vote," he said, 
eanwhile, I think we will be 
able to continue working to- 
gether on our common con- 
cerns. "

ANEQ 
considers itself a fully national 
association and we carry out all 
of our International relations on 
that basis," he said. r 

The executives of both' or- 
ganizations will discuss the 
vote and the question of future 
relations. ANEQ meets April 15 
to discuss its continued rela- 
tions with NUS and the ^US 
central committee meets early 
in April to plan the national 
conference to be held in St 
. John's in May. 

"I'm really hoping we can get 
people to recognize reality and 
have ANEQ recognized as a 
national union at our May 
meeting," Doherty said. 

He blamed the lack of dis- 
cussion at the last national 
conference and the lack of 
direction from the NUS execu- 
tive for the failure of the vote by 
mall. The vote asked student 
councils across the country to 
recognize the bi-natlonal char- 
acter of Canada and Quebec's 
right to self-determination, and 
then to recognize ANEQ as a 
national union for Quebec 
students. 

Doherty predicted the NUS 
executive would be successful 
In having ANEQ recognized at 
the May conference, but 
doubted it would be able to 
convince student leaders to 
agree on Quebec's right to 
self-determination.

The situ- 
ation will result in a loss of lobs 
for professors and staff and a 
general decline in the quality of 
education offered at a univer- 
sity level. 

The committee hopes to alter 
the decision to Impose dif- 
ferential fees by uniting Qué- 
bécois, English-Canadian and 
foreign students against the 
discriminatory fee structure. A 
public meeting will be held 
Thursday at 8 pm in the Union 
Ballroom for all those interes- 
ted In opposing two-tier fees. 



(MCM) Is In the process of 
rebuilding organizationally 
and mobilizing politically. 
Cote des Neiges Includes the 
downtown area of Montreal, 
stretching north past UdeM. 

Since three of the city's 
universities (McGIII, Concor- 
dia and UdeM) are located in 
Cote des Neiges, one facet of 
the CdN-MCM's reorganization 
involves reaching out to stu- 
dents and faculty at the three 
Institutions, according to dis- 
trict executive president Hen- 
ry Milner. 

A founding member of the 
MCM, Milner said that Party 
representatives will be visiting 
McGIII's Union building early 
next week to Inform students 
about MCM policies. 

Along with the hospitals in 
the district, the three universi- 
ties constitute the "major 
industries" of Cote des 
Neiges, noted Milner. "The 
staff and clientele of these 
Institutions make up a signif- 
icant part of the community." 

While the MCM in general Is 
in the process of rebuilding, 
Milner pointed out that remo- 
biiization is especially Impor- 
tant for Cote des Neiges since 
the councillors (Nick'Auf Der 
Maur, Bob Keaton and Yves 
Normandin) who were elected 



In 1974 In CdN under the MCM 
banner, have since left the 
party. 

Milner explained that the 
MCM is "party at the base. 
While elections are neces- 
sary, they're useless unless 
councillors are closely linked 
with the community." Auf Der 
Maur and Keaton saw them- 
selves more as "political per- 
sonalities," Milner suggested. 

Cote des Neiges is essen- 
tially a working class district 
with a considerable ethnic 
community. One of the Im- 
mediate issues the district 
council is involved in concerns 
a downtown building whose 
landlord has refused, in con- 
travention to the lease he 
signed with his tenants, to pay 
the municipal water tax. City 
officials are pressuring the 
tennants to pay the tax and, 
according to Milner, the MCM 
is working for the tenants. 

The ÇdN-MCM is also fight- 
ing the Imminent demolition of 
a row of residential buildings 
in the "Village Area" near 
UdeM. The MCM Is opposing 
development plans to replace 
2-storey dwellings with a 
series of 4-storey complexes 
"to protect the tenants as well 
as the buildings whose archl-

tectural style Is more suited to 
'the neighbourhood." 

The CdN-MCM Is also un- 
dertaking a district survey 
which will give the party an 
opportunity to apply Its pro- 
gramme to the specific needs 
of residents. "The survey wll 
also enable us to Inform 
residents about the problems 
caused by developers," Mllner 
noted. 

The district council has also 
established contact with the 
hospital employees union In 
CdN fighting for Job protection, 
given the threat of government 
cutbacks. 

Mllner maintains that the 
internal dispute over the MCM 
program has been settled: 
"While we had two different 
analysis of the urban crisis In 
1974, we now have only one — 
a socialist analysis." The 
MCM programme contends 
that urban problems lie with 
the private control and utiliza- 
tion of public space based on 
profit rather than need. 

"That doesn't mean the 
MCM, If elected, will bring 
socialism to Montreal," said 
Mllner. "It can't be done on a 
municipal level nor legislated 
following an election." Mllner 
stressed the significance of 
the MCM programme which is 
Intended to "move society 
towards socialism by assist- 
ing workers to assert their 
strength on neighbourhood 
. councils." The district coun- 
cil, according to Mllner, would 
also enable residents to de- 
cide on local issues such as 
zoning and the use of recre- 
ational facilities. 

On specific matters such as 
housing and public transporta- 
tion, the MCM programme 
calls for strict control over 
speculation, the establish- 
ment of housing cooperatives 
and the eventual elimination of 
fares for the transit system. 

Mllner attacked the media's 
dramatization fo the "so- 
called" schism In the MCM. 
Labelled by the media as 
"moderates", the NDG chapter 
of the MCM, argued Milner, 
support the programme In Its 
fundamental thrust but would 
prefer to remove its Marxist 
terminology. 

Milner claims that the pro- 
gramme is presently unchal- 
lenged by party members. 
"The people who, In 1975, were 
saying that the only problem 
with Montreal was Drapeau, 
have left the party." 

While Mllner expects the 
MCM to be red-baited by the 
media during the upcoming 
compaign, he. argued that the 
party Is tailored to the needs 



of the residents. "Over 80% of 
Montrealers are tenants and 
the city Is heavily working- 
class oriented. Most middle- 
class people migrate to the 
suburbs and the vast majority 
of speculators live outside 
Montreal." Though Mllner ad- 
mits that 
aren't aware 

question, very few stand to be 
threatened by the MCM. 

Milner pointed out that the 
MCM is particularly interest- 
ing as a political party in 
Quebec because it has ac- 
commodated, unlike the PQ, 
both francophones and anglo- 
phones. "The MCM has had no 
linguistic battles." Milner 
maintains that the MCM Is a 
perfect .example of the Inte- 
gration of the anglophone 
minority Into the francophone 
majority without detriment to 
either group. 

Milner anticipates a very 
difficult battle in the Novem- 
ber elections from not only 
Drapeau but also the media 
which "will probably give the 
MCM unfair representation." 
But Milner adds that the 
strength of the MCM lies in its 
contact with district resi- 
dents. "No Civic Party coun- 
cillor has any ties with Mon- 
trealers."

No Marx, no class 

Economics students at UQAM have been striking for a month 
over questions which reach down to the very fundamentals of 
university education. Students' main demand Is the teaching of 
Marxist economic theory to upgrade and balance the quality of the 
education they receive. 

When the economics discipline first developed, it was based on 
assumptions of social harmony pf Interest, slow but steady rates 
of growth and the desirability of production based on private 
property. Since that time, economists have been reinforcing the 
ideology of the status quo by substantiating It with mathematical 
models — to add the appearance of scientific validity. 

The demand for Marxist theory is to return to the study of those 
assumptions In a critical manner. According to students, the lack 
of critical education limits them as future economists, to the 
same type of irrelevant and superficial analysis done by present 
day neo-classical economists. 

. The professors have openly betrayed their attachment to a 
non-critical study of economics. In response to the students' 
demand, they affirm the necessity of a critical analysis of 
soclo-economlcs, but maintain that other departments should 
handle it. 

Closely linked to student demands for better quality education 
are their demands for competent professors, UQAM students 
decided unanimously that one of the professors teaching a 
required course, was incompetent. At first they claimed he should 
be fired, however, subsequently demanded that he be moved to an 
elective course. Student demand for pedagogical excellence In 
required courses is indicative of their concern for the quality of the 
education they receive and if nothing else, will upgrade the 
teaching ability of professors in required courses.

The constitutional 
changes you have before you represent the concerted effort of this year's 
Students' Council to make the Students' Society more responsive to Its 
constituency. The Students' Society Is a large organization and It can only 
function well If the links between It and its membership are direct and 
conducive to fruitful dialogue. Direct election of its chief officers, the 
creation of an Ombudsman to cut through the bureaucracy facing all 
McGill students, a more proportional representation of faculties by size, 
and the establishment of a neutral Board to handle the Daily's financial 
management are just some of the steps that Council would like to take to 
make the Society more responsive and more responsible. 

The Students' Society is no greater than the sum of its parts. Avenues 
must be paved to make these parts take a more active role In the operation 
of the Society. I feel that Council has wisely offered some constructive 
structural changes to better bridge this gap. It is imperative that the 
distance between the Society and its membership be narrowed so that 
Council can effectively represent Its constituency and carry our 
aspirations and objectives more forcefully into the University, into 
Montreal, and into the Quebec arena. As students we owe It to ourselves. .

In today's election , Arts and Science undergraduate students are be- 
ing asked to vote on a series of amendments to the Students' Society 
Constitution. This amendment "package" contains several significant 
changes from the current constitution; changes which, for the most part, 
students are unaware of. 

Since the current Students' Society Constitution was drafted just one 
year ago after every attempt was made to solicit student Input, I think that 
to significantly change It after such a short time with what seems to be a 
minimum of student input, would weaken the constitution as a whole. 

I fully realize that these amendments were designed to make the 
Constitution, and hence the Students' Society, a more viable governing 
system. But. to place these amendments before the students without 
debate or student input only serves to further separate the decision 
making process from the students. 

Granted, there has been a severe time constraint as the amendments 
were only "finalized" last week; this does not, however, free the Students' 
Society from its obligation to inform students. 

The proposed constitutional amendments would: 

• Reduce the course load requirement of the executive to one course per 
term. 

• Re-welght the representation on Students' Council away from clubs 
and to faculties. 

• Reduce from 3 ' 4 to simple majority the number of' votes needed on 
Students' Council to amend the Constitution. 

I am not expressing an opinion on these specific amendments, rather, I 
am pointing them out as an Index of the degree of change proposed.

In response to Mark Lajzer- 
owicz's letter regarding the 
meeting of support for the 
Palestinian people that the 
McGill Circle of the CCL(M-L) 
held Feb. 16, we would like to 
bring up three points. 

Firstly, the Palestinian Lib- 
eration Organization (PLO) is 
not a terrorist group. It Is an 
umbrella organization made up 
of over thirty associations 
including mass organizations 
such as the Palestinian Law- 
yers' Guild and the Palestinian 
Women's Association, as well 
as political parties such as El 
Fatah. The PLO opposes ad- 
venturist tactics or terrorist 
actions, and puts forward 
armed peoples' war as the way 
to liberation. To that end it 
does work amidst the Pales- 
tinian people in the refugee 
camps and elsewhere, organ- 
izing schools, relief work, 
people In the refugee camps 
political and military training. 
It is the only organization 
recognized by the Palestin- 
ians as their legitimate re- 
presentative and as such has 
been accepted by the United 
Nations. 

Secondly, the CCL(M-L) 
supports the PLO as the 
organization of the Palestin- 
ians fighting for their national 
rights. The League supports 
the just struggles of op- 
pressed peoples and nations 
throughout the world. The 
Palestinian peoples' struggle 
is against imperialism. Their 
victory will be a victory for all 
the peoples of the world, 
including the Canadian peo- 
ple. 

Finally, Mark Lajzerowicz 
claims that these people were 
there for "free intellectual 
discussion" arising from an 
"interest in the Middle East". 

At Dawson just a few days 
earlier some of these same 
students physically tried to

prevent thé League Sympa- 
thizers from discussing the 
Palestinian people's struggle 
with other students around a 
photo exhibition. At Sir 
George, they stole literature 
which was on our literature 
table. The Zionists who were 
In the meeting displayed their 
interest In "free intellectual 
debate" when they walked out 
soon after It began. We had no 
intentions of letting a handful 
of saboteurs deprive the 110 
people in the audience, who 
were there to learn more about 
the just struggle of the Pales- 
tinian people, of their right. 

The Zionists called in the 
police after the League ex- 
plained why they would not be 
let in. This should not come as 
a surprise. Zionists' closest 
allies have always been the 
forces of reaction. The state 
of Israel could not exist 
without massive support from 
American imperialism, and 
also the other superpower, the 
Soviet Union. Furthermore, 
Israel is one of the largest 
suppliers of arms to South 
Africa. 

The allegations of League 
"goons" and "Nazi tactics" 
contained in Mark Lajzero- 
wicz's letter are typical Zionist 
demagogy to try to turn away 
the growing support for the 
Palestinians' just cause. This
